Americas altitude toward Japan is 

the burning question In Washington 
On Thursday afternoon just as Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt were about 
to enter their carriage for an after- 
noon drive a telegram was brought to 
the President stating that the Cali- 
fornia House had passed the anti- 
Japanese bill. Immediately Mr. 
Roosevelt called l:t Se<i<tai> of 
State bacon, and began a second 
terlea of dispatches to the California 
Authorities warning them against 
such a course of action. The Nevada 
Senators, NUon and Newlands, gent- 
ly but firmly Informed the President 
that he does not understand the sit- 
uation on the Pacific coast. Senator 
Perklna of California left his place 
lu the Roosevelt ranks and declar- 
ed that he would suck by his people. 

In aplte of the efforts of those who 
want to avoid offending the touchy 
Island kingdom the Callfornlaus ap- 
pear to be determined that their chil- 
dren Bhalt not be taught lu the same 
schools with Japanese. Saturday night 
Representative McKlnley risked his 
future, which amounts to a good deal, 
in delivering a speech to the effect 
that the Japanese* threaten the 
American ways of living. Washington 
la inclined to believe that the self- 
ish rallying cry of "America for 
Americans" will win the day lu the 
West, tho we welcome worse uninl- 
granta from Europe.

It sometime* seems that in looking at the lives of so called great 
men we are bound to admit that they showed little of what are call 
ed the Christian virtues -their greatness came not from their good 
neaa, but from brilliant genius in statesmanship or on the field of bat 
tie. ami many blots on their characters have to be eiplained or over- 
looked. And ofteu, when we turn from the contemplation of some 
such brilliant genius, we feel glad that his day is over anil that we 
were not called on to pay part of the terrible price of his fame. 

But it is never so with Lincoln. There is a constant inspiration 
and help in his memory. We should be glad to have him at the helm 
of our atate today His work was done, not at others cost, but for 
their benefit. 

Perhaps the greatest inspiration that a young man can draw 
front Ihe life of Lincoln is tins ||,- became great thru having more 
than others, <|iialities the germs of which are in every htimau soul. 
Kach of us has in him the possibility of such greatness as Lincoln's 
In the praises of him we never read of his brilliant intellect, or his 
great powers of work, or his military genius, but rather of virtues 
which we all can have of his honesty, first, and his uuselfishness, 
his kinduess. sympathy with suffering, forgiveness, aud tact And of 
other totalities, his yeilding on things not importaut, but standing 
like a rock for principles, bis faith in America aud our American gov- 
ernment, and his singleness of aim. 

These are tbe qualities that made Lincoln great — there is uotone 
of them that you and I cannot have in large measure — not oue that 
will not come to us with striving. And just ao far as we can attain them 
which is very far indeed, will we partake of Lincoln's greatness. We 
do not need genius to be like him just goodness. His life has gir 
en to greatuessa new meaning which brings it within the rauge of 
endeavor of every earnest aoul. He has proved that the common 
faults of mankind need not prevent such growth of the common vir- 
tues as to accomplish, without genius, the greatest tasks of history. 
His example is Ihe most inspiring shown by American, history, and on 
his birthday no American, moat of all. no KentuckiaD should fail to

FOR STATE PROHIBITION : — The 
W. C. T. V. and the Prohibition par- 
ty have atarted In Louisville a 
movement for state-wide prohibition 
by constitutional amendment. Tbey aay 
that local option is not enough— that 
It allows communities that want to 
permit the sale of liquor, and that 
counties can go back to licenae If, af- 
ter a three years trial, they do not 
like prohibition Therefore they want 
a prohlblton constitutional amend- 
ment, so that the state will have to 
stay dry. It Is also hoped that the 
movement for state prohibition will 
so scare the liquor people that they 
will not oppose the county unit bill 
now being pushed 

THAT L ft E. DEAL.— The sale of 
the L ft E reported last week, has 
been denied, but It has been learned 
that the Louisville Traction Company 
has bought over $100,000 worth af 
claims against the company, and ex- 
pects to have it sold out as bank- 
rupt, and buy It In. It hopes to get 
control of the company within a year.

LINCOLN'S IMMORTAL GETTY* 
BURG ADDRESS 
Remarks at the Dedicatioa of 
the National Cemetery at the 
of Gettysburg to 
Nov. 19.

All over the United States, on this 
day, there will be patriotic celebra- 
tions. The most important will be ut 
tbe Lincoln birthplace In Lame Coun- 
ty, where Pres. Roosevelt will be 
the guest of honor and deliver an 
address. In the large cities there will 
be mass meetings, and so far aa pos- 
sible tbe day will be made a holiday 
all over the country, work being 
atopped and meetings being held, as 
If on a 



and seven years ago our 
fathers brought forth upon this con- 
tinent a new nation, conceived in 

liberty and dedicated to the propoei 
tion that all men arc created 
Now we are engaged In a 

civil war, testing whether that nation, 
or any nation so conceived and to 
dedicated, can long endure. We are 
met on a great battlefield of that 
war. We have come to dedicate a 
portion of that field aa a final rest 
lng place for those who here gave 
their lives that that nation might live. 
It is altogether fitting and proper 
that we should do this. 

But in a larger sense we cannot de- 
dicate, we cannot consecrate, we can- 
not hollow this ground. The brave 
men, living aud dead, who struggled 
here have consecrated it far above 
our power to add or detract The 
world will little note nor long rem 
ember what we say here, but It can 
never forget what tltey did here. It 
is for us, the living, rather, to be 
dedicated here to tbe unfinished work 
which they who fought here have thus 
so nobly advanced. It la rather foi 
us to be here dedicated to the gpaj 
task remaining before us— that from 
the honored dead we take increased 
devotion to the cause for which they 
gave the last full measure of devo- 
tion; that we here highly resolve that 
these dead shall not have died in 
vain; that th|a nation, under God. 
shall have a new birth of freedom, 
and that government of the people, by 
the people und for the people shall

They were given seats on logs and left to themselves 
while seconds und peacemakers discussed the situation 
In a short time a serious defect In the proceedings on 
the part of Shields came to light. The challenge had 
been Bent prematurely. The mistake is explained quite 
dearly In the Alton traditions. Lincoln had amused 
himself and had entertained the Whigs by writing funny 
letters to a Springfield paper about the Democrats, and 
signing his epistle "Aunt Rebecca." Mary Todd, who aft- 
erwards became Mrs. Lincoln, and Julia Jayne conspired 
to add to the gayety of the community by getting up an 
"Aunt Rebecca" letter of their own composition and send- 
ing It to the paper along with some verses which they 
signed "Cathleen." The letter which the girls wrote 
at outside of politics and contained a burlesque pro- 
of marriage to Auditor Shields. Now. the auditor, 
afterward a United States senator from three states, 
and a brave general of two wars, was a fiery young man. 
While Springfield laughed. Shields began an Investiga- 
tion. He demanded of the editor the real name of "Aunt 
Rebecca." The glrla became frightened. Ilunn. the 
banker, went over to Mr. Lincoln's office and said: 
"We've got Into an awful Hi." 
"What's tie matter?" asked Lincoln. 
"The girls have written some poetry on Shields," said 
Bunn. "Didn't you see It in the paper? Well. Shlelda

"You go back and when you meet Shields tell him

8hte1ds accepted this without verification and sent the 
challenge. Shields saw the error of proceeding further 
when ho learned that Lincoln was not the writer. For 
an hour or more the writing and exchanging of notes 
went on. Meantime the population of Alton stood In a 
dense mass on the river bank looking across the chan 
uel and having a good view of all of the movements. 
"Bill' 8outhor, good reporter that he was, kept his eye* 
on the principals. He told that for some time after the 
landing Lincoln and Shields sat quietly on their logs. 
1,1 in nl ii said nothing, and Souther thought 
serious. After a while something happened, 
or said that when he saw It he "nearly blew up." The 
bundle of sabres had been laid down near the log where 
Lincoln was sitting. Lincoln reached out and took up one 
of the weapons. He drew the blade slowly from the 
•cahbard and Souther said "it looked as long as a fence 
rail." 

Holding the blade by the back. Lincoln looked closely 
at the edge, and then after the manner of one who has 
been grinding a scythe or a coin knife, he began to feel 
gingerly the edge with the ball of hi* thumb.

battle of Pittsburg Landing, or Shlloh. had been fought 
and almost lost. Three months before the country 
had dubbed the victor of Fort Donrlson "Unconditional 
Surrender" Orant, and had made a hero of him. Now, 
with the disputed responsibility for the Pittsburg Land- 
ing surprise, there arose a mighty clamor on thr part 
of certain newspapers and politicians, that Grant be 
superseded. Representative RIow talked freely with the 
president. He told him what he had known of Grant 
before the war and mentioned thr frar entertained hy 
ionic persons that Grant drank too much to be Intrusted 
with high command. Mr. RIow was a smooth spoken 
man. with sharp black eyes, quirk to appreciate humor 
He had brrn a very successful business man for years 
before hr became Interested In politics. He was rather 
below the average height. President Lincoln listened 
thoughtfully until Mr. RIow had expressed himself, and 
then asked with apparent seriousness what brand of 
whlBky Grant drank Explaining why he sought the In- 
formation, he used the language about sending some in 
the other generals, which has become historic. 

Some men "who knew Lincoln" do not believe the po- 
litical history which has been written credits him with 
bis full part In thr genesis of the Republican party. They 
rrmember where Lincoln stood toward the Isst Whig 
conventions. They recall the movement to make him 
vice president on the tlckot with Fremont In 1S5«. which 
fortunately was abandoned on grounds of exi>edlency. 
And they mention political acts of Lincoln which 
no small significance when taken with 
events. John R 8pears of Tallula knew Lincoln from 
MS, when he was a surveyor. He was prominent In the 
politics of the day He heard Lincoln speak In the Har- 
rison convention of Illinois In 1840 and In support of the 
nomination of Clay before the Whig convention of Illi- 
nois In 1844, and on other occasions before the Republi- 
can party organized. Mr. Sprars has this recollection of 
the beginning of the Republican movement: 

"Lincoln CRlled a meeting ol a few friends at a coun- 
try store where Tallula now Is Hr had been a surveyor 
when the county mow Mrnard) was a part of Sanga- 
mon. He knew almost rverybody. There were 40 or 60 
In the gathering at the store. Mr. Lincoln made a talk 
reviewing political conditions and offering suggestions 
as to the future. He called for some paper to write down 
what iMisitton he thought should he taken upon the ques- 
tions of the day, esjieclally ii|K>n slavery. There was no 
pap. r to be had. Lincoln drew a newspaper from his 
l»ocket. lay down on the cellar door and wrote on the 
margin the essence of the principles which formed the 
Republican party. This, I believe, was the first meeting 
of the kind In the United States. It was a year or more 
before the convention at llloomlngton, where the Repub- 
lican party of Illinois was started and where Lincoln 
made one of the best speech.*) of his life, which whs 
lost." 

Mr. Spears does not recall the exact time of this meet- 
ing at which Uncoln wrote on the margin of a newspaper 
th" first Republican platform He knows that the meet- 
ing was culled by Lincoln two years or more before the 
national convention which nominated Fremont In 1856. 
He knows that this enunciation of Republican principles 
was before the llloomlngton convention. 

Martin L. Bundy wrote from Newcastle. Ind.. to U*t 



Lincoln Centennial association, contributing in the In 
formation about Lincoln's earliest relations with the for 
tnattnu of the Republican party. 

"The Whig National convention of 1848, " Mr. Ilnndv 
writes, "was completely undrr thr control of Toombs 
and Stephens o' Georgia. They had decl.lrd that Gen. 
Taylor should hr nominated on no platform but his record 
as a soldier and slaveholder. Greeley was there from 
New York offering to guarantee that that state would 
cast Its electoral vote for (May If the convention would 
nominate him, but the Taylor managers would listen to 
no such pro|H)sitlon, no doubt for the reason that Clay's 
record as a slaveholder was not satisfactory. Lincoln 
and Greeley both agreed after the Informal ballot that It 
was useless to press the name of Clay any longer, as the 
nomination of Taylor was a foregone conclusion, and It 
so turned out. In the convention *f 18. r .G. when Fremont 
was nominated, the name of Llr.roln was suggested for 
vice-president, but the leaders 'ieemed It wise to give the 
place to William M. Dayton of New Jersey, and It was.

Lincoln wan stand 
ing on the steps shaking hands with hundreds of people 
who had come In to uttend tbe rally. As I rode up at the 
head of my delegation Lincoln left the slrpH, came out 
to us, took me by the hand, and said: "How are you, 
Baker?' Then ha looked down the long line of wagons 
and men and sn'.d Baker. It must take a good many men 
to run a tbrosfcinfT marhlnr in Christian county.'"

The speeches which Mr. Lincoln 
wrote In advame were not many. The speeches which 
were taken down by a competent stenographer, like those, 
delivered in the Joint debates, are. of rniirsr. authentic. 
But many short speeches were written out from memory 
or from longhand notes, and varying versions of them ap- 
pear In the later histories and collections One of lh* 
most notable of Lincoln s Impromptu, short addresses waa 
that which Is called his farewell at Springfield when h* 
started for Washington. There are severs! versions of 
th's speech. J. H. Cheney of llloomlngton waa one of th* 
crowd "of not more than 150." he says, who went to th© 
Gr?at Western de|iot and heard the farewell address. 
"This speerh," Cheney thinks, "has seldom, If ever, been 
correctly quoted In the histories of Lincoln. Nlcolay and 
Hay, who are all men ynu would look to for a correct ver- 
sion, fall to give ll as It was spoken " 

Mr. Cheney took the copy, which Is here reprodured. 
from the Chlcngo Trlbunr. the morning after Lincoln's 
departure. He thinks an> one who will luke the trouble to 
compute this with the version in the later histories will 
agre,. with him that ll Is the better speech. 

"My Friends — No one not In my situation can appre- 
ciate my feelings of Hadness at this parting. To thin 
plare and the kindness of this people I own 
Here I have lived u quarter of a century, and have \ 
from a young to an old man Here my children 
born and one Mrs hurlrd.

President's Message to Governor all- 
ien Said To Score California 
Member of Senate. 

New York, Feb. 8.— A special dis- 
patch received Sunday night front San 
Francisco states thut President Roose- 
velt U l grjpbc d the following lo Oov. 
J. N. Utllett, San Francisco, CaL: 

"I saw Flint as soon as your mes- 
sage came. He haa been helping ma 
In every possible way, and after oo in- 
tuiting with him 1 wired Speaker Stan- 
ton a message which be can make pub- 
lif if he thinks advisable. Please see 
him I am astonished at Perkins' con- 
duct. He has for the paat seven years 
done whatever he oould to hamper us 
In the upbuilding of the navy and has 
acted agalnBt the real advocatca of the 
na\y. Yet now he advises a policy of 
wanton Insult. 1 have nettling to ad- 
vise at the present moment, but I can 
not speak too highly in praise of the 
course you have followed. I suppose 
my telegram to the speaker Is the best 
way I can render assistance. Please 
wire If there is anything I can do.— 
Thetdore Roosevelt." 

Perkins Explains Attitude. 

Waohiugton. Feb. h. — Senator Per- 
kins, of California, commented 8unday 
night upon the attacks said to have 
bcun made upon bim in a telegram 
•enl by President Roosevelt to Oov. 
Olllett. of California, In which the pres- 
ident says: "I am astonished at Per- 
kins' condugt. He has for tbo pas', 
aeven years done whatever be pould 
to hamper us In the upbuilding of the 
navy and has acted against the real 
advocates of the navy. Yet, now be 
advises a policy of wanton insult." 

Senator Perkins denied he was un 
enemy seeking to thwart the progress 
of the nsvy and declared he would rely 
ui>on bis record In the senate in sup- 
port of this cMtentlon. He Intimated 
that the only basis for the president's 
criticism of bla action and what be 
termed the only exception In bis 
rtcord In support of tbe navy and its 
need* was his vote against tho four 
battleships' progrssi urged by the pres- 
ident. Relative to the position he baa 
taken on the Japanese question. Sena- 
tor Perkins said that In the face of 
any treaty with a foreign power In his 
opinion the right of a state to have lis 
own policing power was beyond ques- 
tion. 

Agitation To Continue. 

Sacramento, Cal.. Feb. 8.— Anli- 
Japantse legislation will be to tbe tors 
this week In both brancoea of the 
li gtslature. 

Two resolutions drswn by Grove I. 
Johnson, of Sacram<nto, and aimed at 
tbe Island emperor's subjects will \t>> 
the subject of discussion In the assem- 
bly on Wednesday, cne already passed 
segregating tbe Japanese In the public 
schools of the state, and the other, 
which was refused passage, empower 
lug municipalities to segregate in res- 
idential districts all undesirable aliens 
whose presence might, in the opinion 
of hoards of supervisors, be Inimical 
to the public health and morals of tbe 
various communities affected.

His last 
decision was that benzoate of soda 
Is hurtful, and ought not to be used 
to preserve canned fruits. This de- 
cision has been uaturally opposed by 
the cauning factories, aud President 
Roosevelt appointed a court of ap- 
peals consisting of several leading 
•"liege professors of Chemistry, who 
have Just declared that benzoate if 
soda is not harmful, and that D». 
Wiley was wrong In preventing the 
cancers from using It, Congress be- 
friends Wiley, and will not appropri- 
ate money for this board of appeals. 
The Pure Food Law is generally sup- 
posed to be unconstitutional, anyway, 
aud there may be an Interesting 
scrap coming It Is safe to say that 
Dr. Wiley ought to hold hi* place, 
and probably will do so. 

TO MAKE TRAVEL SAFER. 

A bill to compel passenger steam- 
ers to carry wireless telegraphy ap- 
paratus, so as to save vessels when 
in distress, has been Introduced by 
Burke of Pennsylvania, aud will pass. 
The Navy Is this year to build a 
tower six hundred feet high for a 
wireless telegraph station in Wash- 
ington, which station will 1m- able 
to talk with American war vessels 
anywhere ou the North Atlantic 
Ocean aud perhaps with foreign 
lands. 

The bill for separate statehood for 
New Mexico and Arlzonla has Just 
l>eeen reported favorably, und will 
soon pass. Both state* will be Rep- 
ublican. Between them they will 
have three Representatives and four 
Seuators. The plan for a new 
government at Panama has been 
I buried in committee uutil Taft come* 
into power, since his knowledge of 
the situation on the Isthmus must 
be deferred to.

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The Cellar Hole and the 
Sewer Hole

A coal cart stopped before an office building in 
Washington and the driver dismounted, removed the 
cover from a manhole, ran out his chute, and pro- 
ceeded to empty the load. An old negro strolled over 
and stood watching him. Suddenly the black man 
glanced down and immediately burst into a fit of 
uncontrollable laughter, which continued for several 
minutes. The cart driver looked at him in amusement. 
"Say, Uncle," he asked, "do you always laugh when 
you see coal going into a cellar?" The negro sputtered 
around for a few moments and then holding his hands 
to his aching sides managed to say, "No, sah, but I 
jest busts when I sees it goiri down a sewer." 

The advertiser who displays lack of judgment in 
selecting the newspapers which carry his copy often 
confuses the sewer and the cellar. 

All the money that is put into newspapers isn't 
taken out again by any means. The fact that all paj)ers 
possess a certain physical likeness doesn't by any 
means signify a similarity in character, and it's character 
in a newspaper 'that brings returns.

An Italian capta.n recently navigated 
bis ship up the Tiber, from Ostla to 
Rome, in order to attract attention to 
the necessity of dredging the river and 
developing the old port at Its mouth. 
He touched ground aeveral tlmea, and 
bad to wait till the rain raised the wa- 
ter In the river before he could return 
to the sea. The harbor at Ostla waa 
not very good even In the days of the 
Caesura, but modern engineering skill 
might find a way to prevent it from 
filling up with slit. 

A year or more ago It waa decided, 
aa a measure of economy In time, to 
omit stamping letters on the back with 
the name of the receiving station and 
the time of receipt. The brief trial 
has not resulted satisfactorily, and at 
the Instance of business men of New 
York, and of Postmaster Morgan of 
that city, the department has decided 
to return to the old practice. The 
back stamp was a useful check upon 
the speed and accuracy of 
ployea. 



Special Message of President of Utmost Inter- 
est to Farmers. 



Urgeg That Social a* Well at Productive Side of Farm Life 
Be Built Up~Work for the Federal 
Department

Washington.— With the report of 
the country life commission PreslSent 
Roosevelt sent the following mes- 
sage to both houses of congress: 

To tho Senate And House of Represent- 
atlvea: I transmit herewith the report 
of the commission on country life. At 
the outset I desire to point out that not 
a dollar of the public money ha 
paid to any commissioner for bl 
on the commlaalon. 

Tha report shows ths general condition 
of farmlnc life In the open country, and 
points out Its larger problems. It Indl 
cates ways In which the government, na 
tlonal and state, may show the people 
how to solve some of these problems, and 
It suggests a continuance of the work 
which the commission began. 

Judging by 3u public heatings, to which 
farmers and farmers' wive* from 40 
atatca ami territories came, and rrom 
'SO.CajO answers to printed questlnnn sent 
out by the department of agriculture, 

he commission llnda that the general 
level of country life Is high compared 
with any prere<llng time or with any oth- 
er land. If It has In recent years -lipped 
down In some plnces, It has risen In more 
places. Its progress has been grneeal. If 
not uniform. 

Tet farming does not yield either the 
profit or the satisfaction that It ought 
to vleld. and may be made to yield. There 
la discontent In ths country, and In places 
discouragement. Farmers as a class do 
not magnify txielr calling, and the move- 
ment to the towns, though, I am happy 
to say, less than formerly. Is still strong. 

Under our system. It Is helpful to pro- 
mote dlacusslon of wsys In whleh the 
people can help themaelves. There are 
three main directions In which the farm- 
ers ran help themselves, namely, better 
farming, better business and better living 
on the farm. The national department of 
agriculture, which has rendered service 
equaled by no other similar department 
In any other time or place: the state 
lepartmcnts of agriculture: ths state col- 
leges of agriculture and the mechanlca 
arts, especially through their extension 
work: the state agricultural experiment 
stations: the Farmers' union: the Orange: 
the agricultural press: and other similar 
agencies: have all combined to place with- 
in the reach of the American farmer an 
amount and quality of agricultural Infor- 
mation, which. If applied, would enable 
him. over large areas, to double the 
production of the farm. 

For Better Business snd Living. 

Tha object of the commission on coun- 
ry life, therefore, la not to help the 
farmer raise better crops, but to csll his 
tttentlon to the opportunities for better 
business and better living on the farm 
If country life Is to become what It 
should be, and what I believe It ultimate- 
ly will be— one of the most dignified, de- 
sirable, snd sought-after ways of earn- 
a living- the farmer muat take advan- 
tage not only of the agricultural knowl- 
edge which la at his disposal, but of the 
methods which have raised and continue 
to raise the standards of living and In- 
tcll'eenre In other callings. 

Those engaged In all other Industrial 
ind commercial callings have found It 
necessary, under modern economic con- 
ations to nrganlre themselves for mu- 
tual advantage and for the protection of 

or "w- n»r"'''l*r Interests In rela- 
tion to other Interests. The farmers of 
every progressive Kuropean country have 
realised thla eaesntlal fact and have 
found in the co-oneratlve system exactly 
the form of business combination they 
need. 

Now, whatever the state may do to- 
ward Improving the practice of agri- 
culture. It Is not within the sphere of 
any government to reorganise the farm- 
ers' business or reconstruct the social 
life of farming communities. It Is, how- 
ever, quite within Its power to use its 
Influence and the machinery of publicity 
which it can control for calling public at- 
tention to the needs of the facts. Kor ex- 
ample. It Is the obvious duty of the gov- 
ernment to call the attention of farmers 
to ths growing monopolisation of water 
I oower. The farmers, above all. ahould 
have that power, on reasonable terms, for 
"heap transportation, for lighting their 
homes, snd for Innumersble uses In ths 
tally tasks of the farm. 

Necessity for Co Operation. 

It Is true that country life has Improved 
greatly In attractiveness, health and com- 
fort, and that the farmer'a earnings are 
I Mswee than tbev were But city life is 
advancing even more rapidly, because of 
'lie greaier attention which la being given 
s.y the rltlsene of the towns to their own 
•••ferment, For luff '.his reason the In- 
troduction of effective agricultural ro- 

oeratlon throughout the t'nlted States Is 
of the first Importance. Where farmers 
are organised co-oneraf Ively they not 
only avail themaelvea much more read- 
iv of buaineas opportunities and Im- 
proved methods, but It is found that the 
organisations which bring them together 
In the work of the'r lives are used also 
for social and Intellectual advancement 

The cn-operntlve plan Is the best plan 
r*f "re^-'^M'on wherever men have the 
right spirit to carry It out. Under this 
plan any business undertaking Is man- 
aged by a committee: every man has 
one vote, and only one vote: and every 
one gets profits nccrdlng to what he 
sells or buvs or supplies It develops In- 
sivlduul responsibility and has a moral 
as well aa a financial value over any 
other plan. 

I desire only to take counsel with the 
farmers aa fellow-rlt'zena. It Is not ths 
problem of the farmers alone that I am 
dlaciiaslng with them, but a problem 
which affects everv city aa well aa every 
farm In the country It Is a problem 
whfrh the working farmers will have to 
aolve for themselves, but It Is a problem 
which also affects In only less degree all 
the rest of us. and therefore If we can 
render any help toward Ita solution. It Is 
not only our duty but our Interest to do 

Work to Help the Farmers. 

The commission has tried to help the 
farmers to see clearly their own prob- 
lem and to see It as a whole: to distin- 
guish clearly between what the govern- 
ment can do and what the farmers must 
do for themselves: and It wishes to bring 
not only the farmers, but the nation as 
S whole, to realise that the growing of 
crops though an essential part. Is only 
a part of country life. Crop growing Is 
the essential foundation, hut It Is no 
less SSSSSttal that the farmer shall get 
an adequate return for what he grows: 
snd It Is no leas essential— Indeed. It Is 
literally vltal-that he and his wits and 
hla ■hlldrcn shall lead the right kind 
of life 

For this r'ason. It Is of the firs' Im- 
portance Mm' trie Unltrl States depart- 



ment of agriculture, through which as 
prime agent the Ideas the commission 
or must reach the people, should 
without delay In fart a depart- 
ment of country life, fitted to deal not 
only with crops, but also with all ths 
larger aspects of life In ths open country. 

From all that has beet done and 
learned three grant general and Immedi- 
ate 1 .in of country life stand out: 

First, effective co-operation among 
farmers, to put them on a level with the 
organized Interests with which they do 
business. 

Second, a new kind of schools In ths 
country, which shall teach the chlldrea 
as much outdoors aa Indoors and per- 
haps more, so that they will prepare for 
country life, and not as at preaeut. main- 
ly for life In town. 

Third, better meana of communication. 
Including good roads and a parcela post, 
which the country people are everywhere, 
and rightly, unanimous in demanding. 

To these may well be udded better san- 
itation: for easily preventable diseases 
hold several million country people In the 
sluvery of continuous 111 health. 

Duty of the Government. 

The commission points out. and I con- 
cur In the conclusion, that the moat Im- 
portant help that the government, wheth- 
er national or state, can give Is to show 
the people how to go about these tasks 
of organisation, education and communi- 
cation with the beat and quickest results 
This can be dona by tbe collection and 
spread of Information. One community 
can than be Informed of what other com- 
munities have done, and one country of 
what other countries have done. Such 
help by the people's government would 
lead to a comprehensive plan of organi- 
sation, education and communication, and 
make the farming country better to live 
In, for Intellectual and social reasons as 
well aa for purely agricultural reasons. 

The only recommendstlon 1 submit Is 
that an appropriation of |JS 000 be pro- 
vided, to enable the commlaiaon to digest 
the material It has collected, and to col- 
lect und to digest much more that Is 
within Its reach, and thus complete Its 
work. This would ensbla the commis- 
sion to gather In the harvest of sug- 
gestion which is resulting from ths dls- 
cusalon It has stirred up The rommls- 
sloners have served without compensa- 
tion, and I do not recommend any ap- 
propriation for their aervlcea. but only 
for the expenses that will be required 
to finish the taak they have begun. 
To Develop Country Community. 
To Improve our system of agriculture 
seems to me the most urgent of the task 
which He before us. But It cannot. In 
my Judgment, be affected by measures 
which touch only the msterial and tech- 
nical side of the subject, the whole busi- 
ness and Ufa of the farmer muat also 
be taken into account. Such considera- 
tions led me to appoint the commission 
on country life. Our object ehoull b 
to help develop In tha country commu 
nlty the grest Ideals of the community 
life aa well as of personal character. One 
of the moat Important adjuncts to this 
end must be the country church, and I 
Invite your attention to what ths com- 
mission says of the country church and 
of the need of an extension of such work 
as thst of the Young Men's Christian as- 
sociation In country communities. Let 
me lay special emphnsls upon what the 
commlaalon aays at the very end of Its 
report on personal Ideas and jtcel >ader- 
ahl|>. Fvervthlng resolves Itself In «h« 
end Into ftie queatlon of personality 
Neither society nor government can do 
much for country life unless there Is vol- 
untsry response In the personal Ideals 
of the men and women who live In the 
country. In the development of charac- 
ter, the home ahould be more Important 
than the school, or than society st large 
When ones the bsslc material needs hava 
been met. high Ideals may be quit.- In- 
dependent of Income: but they cannot be 
realised without sufficient Income to pro- 
vide adequate foundation, and where the 
community at large la not financially 
prosperous It Is Impossible to develop a 
high average personal and community 
Ideal. In short, the fundamental facta 
of human nature apply to men and worn 
live In the country Just aa they 
to men and women who live In the 
Olven a sufficient foundation of 
mat. rial well being, tha Influence of ths 
farmers' wives on their children be- 
comes the factor of first Importance yi 
determining the attitude of the next gen- 
eration toward farm life. The fanner 
should realize that the person who most 
needs consideration on the farm Is his 
wife. I do not In the leaat mean that she 
should purchase ease st the expense of 
duty. Neither man nor woman la really 
happy or really useful save on condition 
of doing his or her duty. If the wom- 
an shirks her duty aa housewife, as 
home keeper, as the mother whose prime 
function is to bear and rear a sufficient 
number of healthy children, then she Is 
not entitled to our regard But If she 
does her duty she Is more entitled to our 
regard even than the man who does 
hla duty; and the man should show spe- 
cial consideration for her needs. 

Welfare of Nation st Stake. 

I warn my countrymen that the great 
recent progreas made In city life Is not 
a full meoaurc of our civilisation, for our 
civilisation rests on the wholesomeness. 
the attractiveness, snd ths completeness, 
as w.ll oa the prosperity, of life In the 
country. The men and women on ths 
farms stand for what Is fundamentally 
beat and most needed In our American 
life. Upon the development of country 
lift reata ultimately our ability, by meth- 
ods of farming requiring the highest in- 
telligence, to continue to feed and clothe 
the hungry nations: to supply the city 
wi'h fresh blood, clean bodies, and clear 
bralna that can endure the terrific strain 
of modern life, we need tl>e development 
of men In the open country, who will be 
In the future, as In the past, the stay 
und strength of the nation In time of 
war. and Its guiding and controlling aplr- 
it In time of peace.

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DEFICIENCIES POINTED OUT 



Agriculture st Present Not Commer- 
cially as Profitsbls as It la En- 
titled to Be— Highly Organized 
Rural Society Recommended as De- 
sirable Step— Posaible for Congress 
to Remove Many of the Handicaps 

Wsshlngton— The report of the 
commission on country life, msde to 
the president, was read In both houses 
of congress. Substantially the re- 
port was aa follows: 

To the President: The commission 
en country life herewith presents Its 
report The commission rinds that 
•grlculture in the l ulled States, taken 
ogrthrr. la prosperous commercially, 
ahen measured by the conditions that 
>ave obtained In previous years, al- 
:hough there ure aomv regions in 
which this la only partially true. The 
country people are producing; vast 
quantities, of supplies for food, shelter, 
clothing, and for use in the arts The 
country homes are Improving In com- 
fort, attractlvrnesa and healthfulneaa. 
Not only In the material wealth that 
they produce, but In the supply of In- 
dependent and strong citizenship, the ag- 
rlcultural people ronatltule the very 
foundation of our national efficiency. 
As agriculture la the Immediate basis 
of country life, so It follows that the 
general sffalrs of the open country, 
speaking broadly, are 1st a condition 
of Improvement. 



Tet It IS true, not wllhatandltig all 
this progress aa mensured by his- 
torical standards that agrlrulture is 
not commercially aa profitable aa it la 
entitled to be for the labor and merry 
that the farmer expends and the risks 
that he aasume*. and that the social 
conditions In the open country are far 
short of their poaaibilliies. We must 
measure our agricultural efficiency by 
the possibilities rather than by com- 
parison with previous conditions. The 
farmer Is almost necessarily handi- 
capped In the development of his busl- 
naaa. because his capital Is small snd 
the volume of Ms tranaartiona limited: 
and he usually atands practically 
alone against organized Interests. In 
the general rewdjuatment of modern 
life due to the great changea In manu- 
factures and commerce. Inequalities 
and dlacrlmlnatl ina have atiaen. and 
naturally the aeparate man auffrra 
most. The unattached man has prob- 
lems that government should under- 
stand. 

The reasons for the lack of a highly 
organised rural society are very many, 
as the full report explains The lead- 
ing apeelflc aauaes are: 

A lack of knowledge on the part of 
farmers of the exsct agricultural con- 
ditions and possibilities of their re- 
gions: 

Lark of good training for country 
life In the schools; 

Lack of good highway facilities: 

The widespread continuing deple- 
tion of SSfla, with the Injurluus eff< ct 
on rural life; 

A general need of new and active 
leaderahlp 

Other rsuaea contributing to the. 
general reault are: Lack of any ade- 
quate system nf agricultural credit, 
whereby the farmer may readily aa- 
cure loana on fair terma. the short- 
age of labor, a condition that ia often 
complicated by Intemperance among 
workmen; lack of tnatlttitlona and 1 n - 
centlvea that tie the laboring man to 
the soil; tho burdens and the narrow 
life of farm women, lack of adequate 
aupervlslon of public health. 

Nature of the Remedies. 

Some of theremrdlea lie with the na- 
tional rovernment eome of them with 
tha atatea anil communities lu their 
corporate rapacities, some with volun- 
tary organizations, and eome with in- 
dividuals acting alone From tha great 
number of auggeatlons that have been 
made, covering every phaae of country 
life, the commlaalon now enumeratea 
»hoae that seem to be moat funda- 
mental or most needed at tne present 
time. 

Congrraa can remove some of the 
handicaps of the farmer snd It csn 
also set some kinds of work In motion 
such as: 

The encouragement of a aystem of 
thorough-going surveys of sll agricul- 
tural regions In order to take stork 
and to develop a scientifically and 
economically sound country life; 

The establishing of a nationalized 
aystem of extension work In rural 
communities through all the land- 
grant colleges with Ihe people at their 
homes and on their farms: 

A thorough-going tnveetlgatlon by 
experts of the middleman aystem of 
handling farm products, coupled with 
a general Inquiry Into the farmer's 
dlsndvantagea In resprct to taxation 
transposition rates, co-operation or- 
ganlzstlons and credit, and the gen- 
eral business system: 

An Inquiry Into the control snd use 
of the streams of the I'nited Flstea 
with the object of protecting the peo- 
ple In their ownership and of »«vlng 
to agricultural uses such benefits aa 
ahould be reserved for these purpoaea; 

The eatahllshlng of a highway en- 
glneeringservlce. or equivalent crgsnl- 
zation. to he at the call of the atatea 
In working out effective and econom- 
ical highway svstems 

The eatahllshlng of a aystem of 
parcels post and postal savings 
banks; 

And providing some means or 
agency for the guidance of public 
opinion toward the development of a 
real rural society that a hi II rest di- 
rectly on the land. 

Other remedies recommended for 
consideration by congress are: 

The enlargement of the United 
States buresu of educstlon. to enable 
it to stimulate and co-ordinate ths ed- 
ucational work of the nation; 

Careful attention to the farmers' 
Interests In legislation on the tariff, 
on regulation of railroads, control or 
regulation nf corporations and of spec- 
ulation, legislation in respect of riv- 
ers, forests, and the utilization of 
swamp lands: 

Increasing the powera of the fed- 
eral government In respect to the 
supervision and control of the public 
health; 

Providing such regulations aa will 
enable the states that do not permit 
the sale of liquors to protect them- 
selves from traffic from adjoining 
ttates. 

In setting sll these forces In motion, 
the co operation of the states will bs 



necessary: and In many cases definite 
state laws may greatly aid the work. 

Remedies of a more general nature 
nre: A broad campaign of publicity, 
that must be undertaken until all the 
people are Informed on the whole sub- 
ject of rural life, and until there Is an 
awakened appreciation of the neces- 
sity of giving this phase of our na- 
tional development aa much attention 
na has been given to other phases or 
Interests; a quickened sense of re- 
sponsibility. In nil the country people, 
to the community and the state In tha 
conserving of noil fertility, and In the 
necessity for diversifying farming in 
order to conserve this fertility and to 
develop a better rural society, und 
also in the better safe-guarding of the 
strength and happiness of the farm 
women; a more widespread conviction 
of the necessity of organization, not only 
for economic but fur social pur- 
poses, this orgsnlsatlon to be more or 
less co-operative, so that all the people 
may share equally In the benefits and 
have voice In the esaentlal affairs of 
the community, a realisation on the 
part of the farmer that he has a dis- 
tinct natural responsibility toward the 
laborer In providing him with good 
living facllltlea. and In helping him In 
every way to be a man among men: 
Mid a realisation on the part nf all 
t..e people of the obligation to protect 
and develop the natural scenery and 
attractiveness of the open country.

The commission has pointed out a 
number of remedies that are extreme- 
ly Important: but running through all 
of these remedies are several great 
forcea or principles, which must be 
utilised In the endeavor to solve the 
problems Of i«>untry life. All the peo. 
pie should recognise what these fun- 
damental forcea and agencies are 

Knowledge— To Improve anv situ- 
ation, tbe underlying facts must be un- 
1I1 r-tooil The f.irmer muat haw 
act knowledgn of hla business and of 
the peculiar conditions under which 
he works. The t'nlted Hlutcs depart- 
ment of agriculture and the experi- 
ment stations and colleges are rapidly 
acquiring and distributing this knowl- 
edge; but the farmer may not be able 
to apply It to the best sdvaotags be- 
cause of lack of knowledge of hla own 
soils, climate, animal nnd plant dis- 
eases, markets, and other local facta. 
The farmer Is entitled to know what 
are the advantages and disadvantages 
of his conditions and environment A 
tlinrough-gotng system of surveys Is 
detail of the exact conditions under- 
lying farming In every locality la now 
an Indlapenaahla need to I omplete and 
apply the ward of the great agricul- 
tural institutions Aa an occupation, 
agriculture la a meana of developing 
our Internal resources; we cannot de- 
velop these reaourcea until we know 
exactly what they are. 

K. location -There muat be not onlv a 
full, r scheme of public education but a 
new kind of education adapted ta 
the nal needs of Ihe farming peo- 
ple Ths country schools are to be so 
redirected that they shsll educate their 
pupils In terms of the dally lire op- 
portunities for training toward the 
agricultural colleges are to be multi- 
plied and made broadly effective. 
F.very perenn on the land, old or 
young. In achool or out of achook edu- 
cated or Illiterate muat have a chance 
to receive the information neceaeary 
for a aucceasful business, and for a 
healthful, comfortable, resourceful life, 
loth in home and neighborhood. Thla 
means redoubled efforla for better 
country schools, and a vastly Increased 
interest In the welfare of country boys 
%n.l girls on the part of lima*- who 
pay the school taxes Education bv 
meana of agriculture Is to bs a part 
of our regular public achool work. 
Special agricultural Be beats are to be 
organised There Is to be a well -de- 
veloped plan of extension teaching 
conducted by the agricultural colleges, 
bv meana of the printed page, f.iee-to- 
face talks, and demonstration or ob- 
ject lessen, designed to reai h every 
farmer and his family, at or near thelf 
homes, with knowledge and stimulus 
In every department of country life. 

organisation —There musi he a vast 
enlargement ofvoluntsry organised ef- 
fort among farmers themaelvea. It Is 
indispensable that farm, ra shall work 
together for their common Interests 
and for the national welfare If they 
uo not do thla. no governmental activi- 
ty, no lee'alatlon. not even belief 
a-hoola. will greatly avail. The farm- 
era are nevertheless relatively unor- 
ganised. We have only begun to de. 
yelop business co-operation In Ameri- 
ca. Farmers do not Influence leglale- 
tion aa they should. They need a more 
fully organised social and recreative 
life. 

Spiritual Forces— The forces and 
Institutions that make for morality 
and spiritual ideala among rural peo- 
ple muat be energised We miae the 
heart of the problem If we neglect to 
foster personal character and neigh- 
borhood righteousness. The best way 
to preserve Ideals for private conduct 
<nd public life la to build up the Insti- 
tutions of religion The church hss 
Treat power of lesdershlp. The whole 
people ehould understand that It la 
vitally Important to stand behind the 
rural church snd to help It to become 
a great power In developing concrete 
country life Ideals It Is eapeclslly 
important that the country church rec- 
ognize that It has a soclsl responsibili- 
ty to the entire community ss well as 
a religious responsibility to its own 
group of peonle. 

Recommendations of the Commission. 

The commlaalon recommends all the 
correctives that have been mentioned 
under the head of 'The nature of the 
remedies." It doea not wlah to die- 
criminate between Important meas- 
ures of relief for existing conditions. 
It has purposeiy avoided Indorsing 
any particular bill now hefore con- 
gress, no matter what Ita value or ob- 
ject. 

There are. however. In the opinion 
of the commission two or three great 
movements of the utmost consequence 
that should be set under way at the 
earliest possible time, because they 
are fundamental to the whole problem at 
ultimate permanent reconstruction, these 
call for apt" lal explanation. 

Tnking Block or Country Life.— 
There ahould be organised. as ex- 
plained In thn main report, under gov- 
ernmental leadership, a comprehensive 
plan for an exhaustive atudy or aurvey 
of sll the rondtlons that surround the 
business of farming and tne people 
who live in tho country, in order to 
1 ,l<. stock of our reaourcea and to 
supply the farmer with local know!' 
edge Federal and state governments, 
agric ultural colleges and other educa- 
tional agenclea. organizations of vari- 
olic types and Individual students of 
the problem, ahould be broutrht Into 
co-opr rntlon for thla great work of In- 
vestigating with minute care all agri- 
cultural and country life rondltlona. 

Nationalized Extension Work — ■ u h 
state college of agriculture ahould be 
empowered to organize as soon as 
practicable a complete department of 
college extenalon. so managed as to 
reach every person on the land In Its 
state, with both Information and In- 
spiration. The work should Include 
such forms of extension teaching aa 
lectures. bulletins. rending courses, 
correapondence couraes. demonstra- 
tion, anil other means of reaching the 
people at home and on their farms.

Washington— The evil effects of 
Ihe spoils system and of the custom of 
treating: appointments to the public 
service as personal perquisites of pro- 
fessional politicians are peculiarly evi- 
dent In the caao of a great public work 
like the taking of the census, a work 
which should emphatically be done for 
Ihe whole people and with an eyo sin- 
gle to their Interest." 

In these words President Roosevelt 
Friday summed up a message to the 
house of represent at Ives returning H I th- 
out bis approval the bill providing 
for the taking of the next census, be- 
cause of the provision prescribing that 
appointments shall be made on the 
basis of noncompetitive examinations 
Instead of through the civil service 
commission. As paused by congress 
Ihe bill permitted members and sena 
tors to designate persons for positions 
ufter they had undergone a simple ex- 
amination 

Incidentally the president referred 
to the provision authorizing Ihe print- 
ing of census reports by private con- 
cerns und laid stress on the point 
that where work was so allotted the 
eight hour Ihw should bo "applied In 
effective fashion." 

Outside of those matters, the presi- 
dent said that on Ibe whole the hill 
was satisfactory to him and repre- 
sented an Improvement upon previous 
legislation on the subject. The house
